(73 These shall aoolv to Cumin Seeds (Cumimum 
Gyminum L.) whole and powdered. 

(3) Thev shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Definition.—In those rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires. 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Gov¬ 
ernment of India; 

(b) “Authorised Packer” means a person nr a 
bodv of persons who has been granted cert : - 
ficate of authorisation lo grade and mark 
the commodity in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions q[ these rules; 

(c) “Certificate of Authorisation” means a 
certificate issued under tbe provisions of 

General Gradihg and Marking Rules, 1988; 

(d3 “Schedule” means a schedule appended to 
these rules. 

3. Grade derirnation —The nrade. designation to 
indicate the onafitv of Cumin <>eds and nowd-r «s>iall 
be as set out in column 1 of Schedule III and IF. 


4. .Definition of quality.—The quality indicated by 
such grade designation shall be as set out against 
each grade designation in columns 2 to 8 of Schedule 
III and 2 to 7 of Schedule IV. 

5. Grade designation mark.—The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall consist of :— 

(i) A label specifying name of the com¬ 
modity, grade designation and bearing a 
design consisting of an outline map of 
India with the word “AGMARK” and 
figure of the rising sun and resembling, 
the one as set-out in Schedule I, or 

(ii) “Agmark Replica” consisting of a design 
incorporating the number of certificate of 
authorisation, the word “AGMARK”. 
name of the commodity and grade desig¬ 
nation resembling the one as set out in 
Schedule II; 

Provided that the use of Agmark Replica in lieu 
of Agmark labels shall be allowed only to such 
authorised packers who have been granted permis¬ 
sion by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or 
officer authorised by him in this resard and sub ject 
to the conditions as specified under the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988. 

6. Method of Marking.—(1) The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall be securely affixed to or clearly 
and indelibly printed on each container: 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, 
the following particulars shall be clearly and 
indelibly marked on each container.'—• 

(a) Name and address of packer; 

(b) Date of packing in month and year; 

(c) Place of packing; 

(d) Net weight; 

(e) Lot|Batch number; 

(f) Date of expiry; 

(g) Price. 

(3) An authorised packer may, after obtaining 
prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser or any officer authorised by him in this 
behalf, in accordance with rule 11 of the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, affix his private 
trade mark or trade brand on graded packages! 
containers provided that the same does not indicate 
quality or grade other than that indicated by the 
grade designation mark affixed to the spaded 
packagesejcontaitiers in accordance with ^ these 
rules. 

7. Method of packing.—(1) The graded 
material shall be packed in clean, sound and dry 
containers such as jute baes, cloth baes, poly¬ 
propylene, metallised polyester, polyethylene lami¬ 
nated pouches, cardboard cartons, tin, glass or 
plastic containers, wooden cases or any other 
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material as may be approved by the Agricultural- 
Marketing Adviser or any other officer authorised 
by him in this behalf as per rule 11 of the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988. 

Provided that the packing materials shall be 
manufactured out of food grade materials as per¬ 
mitted under the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Rules, 1955; 

(2) Lining of polyethelene, polypropylene of 
100 micron shall be used in packing or powdered 
cumin seeds in jute bags, cloth bags or cardboard 
cartons. Lining of polyethelene, polypropylene shall 
be used in cumin seed. 

(3) The containers shall be free from insect in¬ 
festation, fungus contamination, deleterious subs¬ 
tance or any undesirable smell. 

(4) Each package shall contain graded materials 
of one grade designation only. Small pack contain¬ 
ing graded materials or the same lot|batch and 
grade designation may be packed in a large master 
container using lie-on label with details on master 
containers. 

(5) Each container shall be securely closed and 
sealed. 

8. Special conditions of certificate of authori¬ 
sation.—In addition to the general conditions spe¬ 
cified in sub-rule (8) of rule 3 of the General Grad¬ 
ing and Marking Rules, 1988 the following shall 
be the special conditions for grant of certificate of 
authorisation for grading and marking of Cumin 
Seeds (Whole and powdered) under these rules 
namely 

(1) The premises for processing and packing 
of Cumin Seeds (Whole and powdered) 
shall be maintained in perfect hygienic 
and sanitary conditions and personnel 
eneaged' in these operations shall be in 
sound health and fre from any con- 
tanious disease. 

(2) The authorised packer shall own a suit¬ 
able machinery and eauipnmnt. where¬ 
soever requires for drying, cleaning and 
grinding of the commodity; 

(3) The authorised packer shall,— 

(a) either set up own laboratory, or 

(b) have access to anapproved State Grad¬ 
ing Laboratory or Private commercial 
or co-operative|association laboratory 
for grading of the commodity; 

(4) The eradme laboratory shall be fully 
equipped with all necessary chemicals 
and apparatus for testing the commo¬ 
dity; 


(5) -The grading laboratory shall be manned 

by a qualified chemist approved by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser or any 
officer authorised by him in this 
behalf in accordance with rule 9 of the 
General Grading and Marking Rules, 
1988; 

(6) The authorised packer shall provided' all 
necessary facilities and assistance to the 
approved chemist for carrying out the 
grading and marking of the commodity. 

(7) The authorised packer shall maintain 
proper records of the analysis and prad- 
ing of Cumin Seeds (Whole and powder¬ 
ed).
